. STATION IDENTIFICATION - Stations are identified by letter- 


number-letter call signs obtained from the unit CEOI. The 
letters and numbers are spoken phonetically. 


. TIME - The originators’ time of any message (DTG) is always 


spoken phonetically.

4. PROWORDS 


Prowords are pronounceable words or phrases which have 
been assigned meanings for the purpose of expediting 
message handling on radiotelephone circuits.

b. The reply is similarly transmitted, preceded by the proword | 
AUTHENTICATE. It may be followed by a counter challenge. 


EXAMPLE: H8Q46R-THIS-IS-D7C46R-I-AUTHENTICATE- 
TANGO-OVER
